A BRIEF HISTORY OF LANSING CITY, 


HAT stood on the sito of our beautifull city fifty yearsago? Does any one 6véer 
think ofit, perhaps a few do but the majority does not, Fifty years ago this wag 
oné vast wilderness, with deer, bear, wolves and wild cats prowling freely arcurd. No stores, 
nice houses or beautifull streets, there was not even a house inside the present city limits 


and only three or four in a radius of ten miles The first settlers were the Cooleys who set~- 


tled tour miles up the river. And the Norths who settled four miles to the south. Then came 


_the Pages Who setteled on the present site of the city in 1842-43. The first house being 


erected by Col John W. Burvhard a log shauty near the Franklin (formerly cailed the Sey- 
more house.) He built the first dam across the river in 1843 and in the spring of ’44 was 
drowned near the seene of his work, the first man to get drowned tere. Afterward the Pages 
sold the property back to Jamcs Scymore who built a saw mill and made other improve- 
ments. 

The township of Lansing was organized by an act approved Feb, 16 1842. The first 
town meeting was held in a shanty, near the south end of Cedar river bridge on Cedar st. 
There was eleven votes cast and twenty-two officers elected, several of the voters holding 
two or three offices. J. North was the firet Supervisor and town treasurer, Justus Gilkey 
the fitst clerk. In 43 16 votes were polled. In 47 the voters numbered thirty, the Capital 
being located here in that year the poy ulation rapidly increased and in the fall of the same 
year the voters numbered 193. From this period the population commenced to increase. A 
road was put ibrcugb to Masor anda plank read thrcugh to Howell, there connecting with 


the plank road to Detroit. Washington avenue at that time was mearly a path through the

Bay R. &., it was compleeted in 1861 and in ’66 it was compleeted to Javkson, and was ca!}- 
ed the Jackson, Lansing and Socinaw R: R. It was afterwards sold to the Michigan Centra} 
and is now a branch of that road. In 1873 the branch of the Lake Shore was tdmplesteal In 
1869 the road between Battle Creek Law Lansing ‘vad Tinistied upd in’77 was completed to 
Fitnt and feat consolidated with the Port Huron & Like Michigan road, ia 79 it passed 
into the hands of the Grand Trunk of Canada, and became the Great Trunk line it now is. 

The D..L. & N. was. compleeted in 71 and was known by the name of Detroit 
Lansing & Lake Michigan.

The first bridge was built across Grand river at the foot of Main st. east. It was here 


also that the first stores were built. The first factory built after thesaw millat North L. waq 


the Harts Mill which was built by a company formed of Judge A. N. Hart, Judge Danford 


and Jumeaet mith, was erected in ’48. In ’49 the foundry was built by James Turner @. and 
a man Named Brown, The first brick stores were, the present City Natoinal Bank, the stores 
of A. N. Bart, and the two stures south of Johnson’s Grocery. 

Lansing was organizel asa city by an act of the Legislature approved Teb., 15. 1859 
P revious to that time forming a part of Lansing towBship. As laid out it included 249 blocks 
the present Capital being on block 249. 

Tae pupulation in 1859 saw 3,085, In ‘70 was 5,248, in ‘80 was 6,519, And’ now hag 
un eBtimated population of 15,000, aud is rapidly increasing. 

Her ship Of fate ide thus launched she sailed serio on, groWiny in population and 
wetlah every year until 1870, the first great blow was giyen the city. It came in the shape of 
a big fluod of ice and logs, Which tvok away the Mineral Well, Sbiawacsee, Sagiuaw, Fiauk- 
lin and Seymore street bridges. It was a great blow to tbe young city, being a loss to the tax 
payers of over $13,000. The next great disaster ots caused by fire, when four great factories 
went up 1D one big baz: Scufield’s saw mill, Hurt’s mill, the Parmlee wollen mill and Cady’s 
foundry. Ithappened in the summer of 77 otherwise Lansing has got along compasitively 


well. It isa beautifull City and its citizens are going to make it the pride of the State.
